ican. From the woods of the upper 
Saguenay to the forests of Florida, to 
speak scientifically, meleagris gallopavo 
is indigenous—in other words, the wild 
turkey was found native to the woods. 


His intellect also is peculiarly Ameri- 


can. He is a wily bird and does not 
give himself away without sufficient 
cause. He is ardent In love and savage 
in war, like other Americans. Like 
them, too, his ardor has often been the 
death of bun; for it is only by "calling" 
—that is, imitating the voice of his mate 
—that the hunter can lure the wild tur- 
key towards him. The practice was 
condemned by true sportsmen, for it was 
only practicable during tbe season -when 
the turkey is not at his best It is a curi- 
ous fact, and known to but few in these 
wild turkeyless times, that the bird him- 
self furnished the bone which served to 
"call" him to destruction. A single 
bone, about as long as one's forefinger, 
in each male turkey is hollow and of 
just the right shape for piping. With a 
little practice any one with an average 
ear can eject the breath through it in a 
way to makes an exact imitation of the 
female turkey's love notes. At any rate, 
it iaexact enough to deceive the male. 


Dr. Franklin may have been joking 


when he suggested the turkey as the em- 
blem of the United States instead of the 
eaglo, but his suggestion had much to 
support it. The bird, as aforesaid, is 
native, exclusively American, wily and 
warlike. He is also in his native state a 
traveler and explorer. To the ordinary 
rivers tbe wild turkey paid little heed. 
The St. Lawrence and the Mississippi 
often baffled him, for it is rare, indeed, 
for a wild turkey to fly a mile. Even at 
his best estate he relies more on running 
than flying. From marked and tagged 
specimens turned loose after capture it 
has been shown that the turkey travels 
far. The great plains of the west barred 
his progress, however, as he insists on an 
abundance of clean running water. 


Meleagris gallopavo is gone, practical- 


ly extinct in most of the country, but he 
is tolerably well represented by Melea- 
gris Americana—the common farmyard 
fowl—and in Europe the descendants of 
those turkeys which William Strickland, 
lieutenant to Sebastian Cabot, carried to 
England, are numbered by millions and 
are classified in several species and va- 
rieties. From the cradle to the grave 
the domestic turkey is interesting. First 
are tho delicately tinted and lovely 
speckled eggs, and in caring for them 
the female almost resumes her wild na- 
ture. She conceals her nest with rare 
talent, rarely approaches it twice by the

COAST DEFENSE. 


In his annual report the Secretary of War 


speaks of tbe immediate necessity of coast 
defenses, as follows: 


I assume that tbe exposed condition of 


onr sea-coast requires no proof, nor the 
necessity of defending it any argument. If 
there is an apparent sense of security 
among onr people it is born not of ignor- 
ance, bat of thoughtlessness. Although 
onr position and tbe traditions el oar Na- 
tional diplomacy tend to tho maintenance 
of peace, K defenseless, condition will ever 
invUe attack. Tho actual value of the 
property thus exposed to a public enem;, 
although many times tbe cost of amply 
protecting it, bears but litilo proportion to 
ihe magnitude of the mateiial interests of 
the whole Nation equally endangered there- 
by. It is not a local question. Not only 
is the National honor alike dear to all, but 
a hostile shell in the streets of New York 
strikes the prairies as well—their corn and 
wheat share ia the loss. Still the great 
burden will fall upon the Slates contiguous 
to the sea-board in the immediate main- 
tenance of the militia required to man the 
defenses iu case of dangnr. 


Celerity promises to be an essential ele- 


ment in any warfare of tbe future. 
We 


have shown our ability to equip and place 
in the field with rapidity large numbers o: 
men, and could uudoalted'r do so again, 
The defenses and armament, however, nee 
essary for withstanding the attacks of mod 
ern guns, can not ba estamporized. 
W< 


must substantially havo them before the 
EccsEsity arises. Their creation is not 
matter of hours and days, but cf months 
and years.

Not only does this subject demand atten- 


tion now, but fortunately our general pros 
parity points to the present as the aaspic 
ions time for pressing the work. I trust, 
therefore, that Congress will make a lib- 
eral appropriation for this purpose. \Ve 
are making excellent progress with our 
navy, bnt it has no safe base for repairs 
and supplies or harbor of refuge in case of 
accident or disaster. 
It is impossible to 


overestimate the services it will render in 
encouraging and protecting onr commerce. 
But however important it may be to carry 
our flag to foreign ports, to defend it in 
onr own ii imperative.

PROFESSIONAL LIFE. 


AN ENGLISH JOURNAL'S DARK AND 


DESOLATE PICTURE. 


Hie Ranks of Professional labor Becoming 


Crammed Beyond Those of All Others. 
An Outlook That Is Certainly Tery Dreary 
for This Class, 
A German statist recently asserted, In a 


carefully di awn up monograph on the sub- 
ject, that the majority of university students, 
and, indeed, of all educated lads in Germany, 
were living in a dream. They all wanted to 
be "professional men," and there was not 
professional work in the country, including 
among the professions the service of the state, 
for more than one-third of them all. Either 
the work must be divided and professionals 
become poorer even than at present, or two 
out of three candidates must, as far as their 
professional incomes were concerned, go with- 
out food.

THE PROFESSIOHS OVEHCBOWDED. 


Germany is overrun with half starved pro- 


fessional men, so is America, and so before 
long the United Kingdom will be. 


The increase of remunerative work to be 


done by the educated who desire to live by 
their brains, and, if possible, by the profes- 
sions recognized as conferring a diploma of 
presumable culture, and leaving the workers 
gentlemen in their own eyes and those of the 
girls they court, bears no proportion to the 
increase in the numbers of those who contend 
for it 


The "cases" which come before the chief 


of the professions grow more painful every 
day, and it has become i; truism to say that 
of all who start on professional careers one- 
third "go under"—that is, get sick, die or 
emigrate—one-third barely survive fighting 
on, witiout a hope of retiring, to old age, 
and one-third make a decent or comfortable 
living. That is just the proportion given by 
the learned German, and we fear the num- 
bers of the first class are far from having 
reached their limit 


The rush caused by the enormously in- 


creased numbers of tho educated has hardly 
begun, and there are other causes. The de- 
sire for "o life in which ability tells" is in- 
creasing even faster than education, and so is 
uio indisposition to lead the kind of life, no 
doubt a most painful one, which "business11 
with insufficient capital involves. 
Caste 


feeling, which always feeds the professions, 
grows stronger than ever in certain sections 
of the community! while, owing at once to 
the greater accumulation and diffusion of 
wealth, tnere is a new pressure into the 
ranks of young men with small fixed incomes, 
the class which looks on its gains from work 
as supplementary, and which til over the 
continent keeps down the salaries of profes- 
sionals. These men all think that they rise 
in life by entering the close professions. Tho 
prica of partnerships is for the same reason 
rising, while, owing to the habit of postpon-' 
ing retirements, vacancies grow constantly 
fewer; and the system of jobbing in favor of 
close relatives is; outside the service of the 
state, more inveterate than ever. Men de- 
scend to anything for the sake of sons-in-law. 


The prizes, too, grow less. 
Democracy 


hates lar.je salaries and thinks all salaries 
large, while, though the close professions 
make desjjerate efforts to koepuptheir stand- 
ard of remuneration, it is declining in every 
direction. Tho ordinary "professional man" 
must either take less or see his connection 
gradually slip away. 


This diminished chance, moreover, Is not 


accompanied by any diminution In the strain 
of life. That increases every year with the 
increased number of competitors, and with 
the incessant rise in the standard of necessary 
acquirement, till it is now asserted that hard- 
ly any professional man escapes serious loss 
from any illness which may visit him; while 
an interruption of sis months from any 
•ause whatever ruins the most promising 
career. The absent are, as far as pecuniary 
hope is concerned, the dead. 


This is not a pleasing outlook for the new 


generation, which needs money more than 
ever. People say "simplicity" increases, and 
that is true in a sense, but it is simplicity 
rather in thought and in methods of expres- 
sion than in habits of life. Nothing is cheap- 
er except bare food, rent in the professional 
districts does not decline—witness the new. 
habit of dividing houses between two or more 
dissociated men of the same profession—and 
there never was a time when it was more im- 
perative on professional men just starting to 
lead a "civilized" life, meaning in a great 
city a lifo in which one bleeds money from 
every pore. 


WHAT IS THE REMEDY? 


Even success has become for professionals 


less valuable than it was. The immense ma- 
jority of them desire to save, and the change 
in their position in this respect has been as- 
tounding. The fall in tho rate of interest to 
be obtained covers every secure investment, 
except, we believe, certain kinds of house 
property, which it is a heartbreak to inherit, 
and which no one with his time fully occu- 
pied would or could attempt to manage prop- 
erly. Every ono feels this fall, but very few 
realize its full extent. 


In 18CO it was possible for r. man without 


working to obtain £500 a year for a principal 
of £10,000 with the fullest security, and now 
he is fortunate if with the same security he 
obtains £350—« change which not only 
whittles away hjs income, but leaves the road 
hoked with competitors who, were the an 
lual product of sleeping money still 5 per 
ent., would relJre at once. That evil, if it 
>o one, affects men in business, like men in 
he professions; but the latter feel it more, 
or while business may be indefinitely ex- 
landed, tho professional man's gains are 
united by that great natural fact that 
neither energy nor ability will put more than 
wenty-four hours into one day. 
What is the remedy? There is none what- 
iver. As the pressure increases, the work 
must either be divided or the price of work 
must come down, with, in either case, a re- 
luction of professional income. TVe do not 
xslieve that the strong causes which increase 
,ho number of those entering on a profes- 
sional career will lose their potency in our 
;ime, and fully expect to see the great pro- 
tesicnal class an exceedingly poor one. In 
1910 the situation here will probably resemble 
;hat in America, where, though a very few 
professionals moke great incomes, a majority 
ire not better off than English Dissenting 
ministers, and to earn by Incessant work
